Another solution would be to 
get the university administra-

Representatives 
of the Students’ Society and of 
the administration discussed 
such a subsidy last month, but 
no agreement was reached. 

If the administration con- 
tributed . funds, it : would 
probably raise Students’ Serv- 
ices fees to compensate, Archer 
sald. 

He sald no decision has yet 
been made on which solution to 
opt for and said he would make 
public a detailed report on 
Students’ Society finances and 
suggest ways of Increasing 
revenue before taking any 
action. 


Pub may open 
by February,

The Students’ Society pub 
may be ready by next February, 


_the Students’ Society’s internal 


vice-president says. 

“If we can get financing, we'll 
begin renovations next week 
and have the pub ready In four 
months’ time,” Michael John- 
son said in an Interview this 
week. 

Johnson said the pub would 
cost $60,000 to $70,000 initially 
and could be paid for out of the 
Students’ Society reserve fund 
of $155,000 or from a bank loan. 

The initial expense would bea 
burden on the Students’ 
Society, but once it functions at 
full capacity, the pub would 
produce about $30,000 profit a 
year, Johnson said, | 

He added that the Students’ 
Society “has to prove it can do 
something and stop offering 
empty promises.” In recent

Society executive have promis- 
ed to open a pub on campus. 

Johnson said the pub will be 
in the Union basement where 
the bookstore used to be. It will 
be open Thursdays, Fridays, 
and Saturdays initially and be 
staffed by one professional 
bartender and several students, 
Johnson said. 

He said the pub would serve 
all alcoholic beverages. 

The proposed pubs for 
Bishop Mountain Hall and 
Royal Victoria College will not 
take away business from the 
Students’ Society pub, Johnson 
said, because they will primarily 
serve the residences.

Faculty concerned over report 


on university research

McGill faculty members 
voiced concern yesterday about 
objectives for university re- 
search laid down in a report 
prepared by the Conseil des 
Universites. 

The faculty members were 
generally favourable to the 
report, but there were four main 
points of contention. 

One of these issues was 


* financing. According to Re- 


search . Vice-Principal Walter 
Hitschfeld, “federal . financing 
has reached a peak which will 
most likely not increase.” 
Expressing concern over infla- 
tion, he said that “the 
technicians, assistants and 
graduate students employed by 
researchers must have cost of 
living increases. In many cases 
it has been necessary to 
terminate contracts in the 
middle of a project.” 

Another concern centered on 
research centres and institutes. 


According to Professor Gordon 


Maclachlan- of the Biology 
Department, the proliferation of 
such centres “would be a radical 
departure fromthe present 


_ situation as we know It.” 


He maintained that ‘most 
McGill profs are Independent 
researchers” and worried that if 
the government makes deci- 
sions on the orlentation of the 
institutes, “it could reduce the 
flexibility of research." 

Consell member Yves Morin 
replied that the report does not 
support the proliferation of 
research centres. “The creation 
of new permanent structures 
would only create problems,” 
he said. 

Chemistry Department Chair- 
man Leon St. Pierre later told 
the Daily that “some faculty 
members have been over-react- 
ing to any mention of research 
centres, as they appear to be a 
threat to individual depart- 
ments.” 

Professor J. R. Mallory of the 
Political Science Department 


complained that the report does 
not adequately deal with the 
problems of research in the 
humanities and soclal sciences. 
“One gets the impression that 
what the humanities do Is 
provide a pleasing sort of 
leisure activity,” he sald. 
Mallory pointed out serious 
research is being done in the 
humanities, some of which is 
used in policy- making, and 
cited the case of linguistics 
research and language policy. 
Mallory also worried about 
“mission-orlented" research, 
suggesting that “one must be 
slightly wary of. missions 
inspired by the government. He 
cited the example of sociolo- 
gists commissioned by industry 
to study life in wilderness areas 
prior to industrial development. 
In such a case Mallory sald, 
the sociologist would be 
required “to ask social quest- 
ions and face moral dilemmas” 
which could conflict with the 
“mission” of the research.

Several-years ago, Chicago mayor 
Richard Daley brandished a plan for a 
billion-dollar autoroute in his city, which 


boasts the world’s largest stockyards, 


biggest grain elevators, and two tallest 
buildings. The scheme was overturned 
by an Irate populace. 

Montreal's mayor, who also aspires to 
international acclaim, realized what 
Daley could not—mile for mile—the 


_world's most expensive autoroute. Yet, 


the feat was not ‘an overnight 
accomplishment. It was launched at an 
early stage in the career of Montreal's 
illustrious mayor. It was carried through 
to gruition following years of secret 
planning and backroom negotiations, 
which produced so costly a product that 
even the scheme’s proponents avoid 
mention of the full price of the venture. 

Montrealers, accustomed- to such 
lavish displays of spending as EXPO ‘67 


-and the Olympic Games, largely have 


overlooked’ this conspicuous,” if 


- unheralded, 10-mile autoroute. When 


Roads Department authorities made the 


. Snap announcement of the latest phase 
- of the scheme in late 1970, they billed 


the proposal as a “$105 million” 
make-work project and implied that the 
figure was the total cost for the entire 
route. They were talking only about the 
first three-and-a-quarter mile section of 
road and failed to mention the large 
expenditures made several years before, 
during any earller phase of construction. 

The early work, halted: in the 
mid-sixties,. included a : $19-million 
expenditure : on the underground 
section: $40-million for expropriations; 
$5-million on consultants’ fees; a 
$700,000 retaining wall in Lower 
Westmount; and the cost of ramps 
jutting from the $20 million. Turcot 
interchange. 

All told, some $85-million was spent 
before the latest phase of work was 
started. In 1971, following a series of 
public hearings held as result of the 
Provinc’s refusal to alr the Issue, the 
Conseil du Developpement Social issued 
a report, which projected an overall 
$450-million price-tag for the autoroute. 
Today, with the average cost of the first 
three-and-a-quarter miles of the ten-mile 
road running in excess of sixty million 
dollars a mile, the early estimate seems 
very conservative. 

An idea of just how costly the road 
venture is may be given by the fact that 
when the $450-million dollar estimate 
was made in 1971, the six most 
expensive buildings in Montreal had a 
total valuation of just $227-million. The 
Laurentian Autoroute cost only $800,000 
a mile. The Bonaventure and Decarie 
cost $15-million $25-milllon a mile, 
while the original Metro went at a 
bargain rate of $13-million a mile, 
‘complete with cars. 

That the cost of the east-west 
autoroute may be -rising surfaced 
recently, “oO Roads Department 
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announced that the scheme would not 
be completed In time for the Olympics. 
They cited financial and construction 
difficulties. eae, 

lronically, the staging of the Olympics 
was a principal reason. given for the 
route, when it was announced in 1970. 
Another reason was the incentive the 
scheme would give to the construction 
of the Desjardins and Concordia 
schemes, worth considerably less, at 
$300-millions, that the autoroute. 

The justifications given for the route 
proved inadequate to stave off the 
largest force of opposition ever mounted 
against any one project in Montreal's 
history. In early 1971 no less than 110 
groups, comprised of a wide array of 
professional, business and citizens’ 
organizations voiced thelr disapproval of 


the scheme. Two local federal MP's, in a. 


rare expression of opposition to the 
provincial government, also lined_up 
with the opposition; and- Gerard 
Pelletier even blurted out the word 
“butchery” to describe the bulldozing of 
the City’s east end. Over 3,000 families, 
most prematurely evicted as a result of 
repeated delays in construction, fell 
victim to the autoroute. 

The destruction of communities was 
the.main focus of the opposition. Yet It 
was only one of the points of contention. 
The autoroute would carry some 210,000 
cars into the city and add to both 
pollution and traffic congestion. Despite 
the increase in car traffic, the route 
would eliminate ‘over 4,000 parking 
spots along Its path. The opposition was 
strengthened by the fact that the 
expressway phenomenon was falling 
into disfavour In other cities. In Toronto, 
the Spadina Expressway had been 
delayed and then stopped by citizens’ 
action. An extension of the Montreal 
Metro was still unannounced and the 
arguement was raised that public 
transport should be given priority along 


with needed housing programs. 


Despite the opposition, work on the 
road went ahead and the costs 
continued to mount. One factor 
accounting for the high costs was the 


mile-and-a-half underground section of 
the road. Another problem was the heavy 
price of expropriation, which resulted 
from the route’s passage through 
built-up areas, © , 

During the earlier phase of work in the 
sixties, a path was cleared through 
west-end communities, displacing 950 
families. To the cost of expropriation 
should be added the price of public 
housing ventures in Little Burgundy and 
Westmount, which came about as a 
direct result of evictions for the 
autoroute. After those communities 
were uprooted, and as Expo ’67 drew 
near, work on the autoroute came to an 
abrupt halt. 

The stoppage in construction was 
facilitated by the completion of the 
Bonaventure Autoroute. Originally, 
Mayor Drapeau concelved the east-west 
scheme to provide access to Expo via St. 
Helen’s Island. Various problems, not 
the least of which was financial, forced 
the Mayor to accept the Bonaventure 
alternative, which provided access both 
to Expo and the downtown University 
Street area. As history has already 
proved, redundancy was an insufficient 
reason to put an end to the grandiose 
scheme and Montreal was destined to 
have two west-end autoroutes leading to 
University Street. ! 

The vision of an artery linking the east 
and west ends of the Island dates back to 
at least 1910. By 1925, a plan drawn up 
by a city engineer existed which was 
virtually identical to the one unveiled in 


1970. In the 1940's, a host of proposals ~ 


beginning with a plan for an elevated 
route by the Royal Automobile Club had 
been unveiled. 

By 1948, the idea came closer to 
realization, when the City issued areport 
on five alternate routes for the area 
below Dorchester. Curiously, the least 
desirable of the five was the present one 
being built along the CPR right of way. 
Instead, the selected route of the day 
was along the waterfront. It would have 
been the least costly—$4.5 milllons— 
roughly one-fifteenth the cost of the 
present route. 


enginering hurdle, , .posed by @) However, work on an east-west 


autoroute foundered until the late 
1950's. The 1957 election of Mayor Sarto 
Fournier to replace Jean Drapeau (whose, 
visionary Ideas were not highly-regarded 
in those days), marked a serious effort to 
get the scheme underway. In the spring 
of 1958, the City engaged a group of 
consulting engineers to undertake a 
preliminary study. Then, in October of 
that year, a detailed plan was launched. 
It focussed on the waterfront route as 
the logical one. : 

However, the completed scheme was 
not without sore points. For example, 
the plan called for an access ramp 
running through Bonsecours Market. 
Yet the demise of the scheme came from 
forces outside the project itself. One 
factor was the completion of the 
Metropolitan Boulevard, which became 
part of the Trans-Canada Highway and 
provided an east-west artery across the 
City. Another factor working against the 
waterfront proposal was the return of 
Jean Drapeau to power in 1960. 
Confronted by the bold plans started by 


‘his predecessor, the Mayor saw to it the 


scheme was abandoned. Even the 
formerly-targetted Place Bonsecours 
got the Mayor’s attention. He had it 
renovated for$5 million and the building 
became. the .headquarters of the 
Montreal Planning Department, which 
nevertheless was kept in the dark as a 
new autoroute scheme was launched. 

The work on drawing up the new 
east-west autoroute was not consigned 
to the logical candidate, the Planning 
Department, but to a private planning 
office. As late as 1964, when part of the 
proposal was released to the public, the 
City’s Planning body continued to refer 
to the proposal, in its reports, as being 
at the ‘inventory stage’. 

Only in late 1963, was there any sign 
that an east-west route was being 
planned. Civic enthusiasm was 


building. The year before, work on the 
Metro had been started. Expo was less 
than four years away. Montreal was to 
become a great city. The achievement 
required great roads.

tooka helicopter ride from Dorval airport 
to a ground-breaking ceremony for the 
start of the east-end L.H. Lafontaine 
tunnel, the last link In the Island's 
Trans-Canada Highway system. His trip 
coincided with the increased specula- 
over the site of a west-end, 
north-south autoroute —elther Decarie 
or Cavendish. Lesage was careful to 
maintain the secrecy and let It drop that 
the helicopter steered a ‘middle-course' 
during its flight. Word ‘also came’ out 
that an east-west route, related to the 


future Expo venture, was also secretly ~ 


being planned. 
The Mayor's’ plan ‘called for a 
north-south route, which would link with 


an east-west road extending as far as the: 


st. Helen’s Island areain the east, where 
it would give access to Expo. The Mayor 
seized upon a bold plan (later repeated 
with the Olympics)—he would get the 
federal government to finance the costly 
road scheme. 

However, the Federal government 
proved a reluctant candidate. It had 
already poured in tens of millions just to 
complete the Trans-Canada highway 
system, via the Metropolitan: to the 
east-end tunnel, The government also 


. argued that the proposal could not 


qualify for federal funds, because, It it 
stopped off at St. Helen’s Island, It 
would not be part of the Trans- Canada 
highway network, 

The proponents of the scheme 
devised a clever ploy to get around this 


latter problem. They drew in a pencil line 
from the St. Helen’s Island end-point of 
the road and simply extended the route 
to join with the tunnel and the 
Trans-Canada in the east end. Thus, 
Montrealers were blessed with two 
Trans-Canada highways, at least on 
paper. The federal authorities also were 
moved to go along with the financial 
proposals. Afterall, they did not want to 
assume the approbium of, the 
international community if Expo were a 
failure, 

Because the City Planning Depart- 
ment remained in the dark, the reason 
why the selected route ran along the 
CPR embankment in the west end was 
not publicaly known. The western 
section of the route was a closely 
guarded secret until 1964. 


Then, on March 14; 1964, a news 


report confirmed the route as being 
“indicated in a map released by the CNR 
inconnection with the announcement of 
a $75 million trade centre...the map 
shows the expressway, in fact, will 
come close to the southeast corner of 
Place Bonaventure, the name of the 
trade centre.” This was a strange way for 
the information to come out and ralsed a 
lot_of questions. 

A week afterthe news release, the City 
Council finally got into the debate 
during discussion of an item dealing 
with the City’s contribution of up to 
$40-million for the Trans-Canada. The 
Council wanted to know the path of the 
east-west route. 

Then on March 25, 1964 an agreement 
was reached between federal and 
provincial authorities on the western 
routing. The City then added further fuel

to the debate over procedures, "ee 


made an April 9, 1964 announcement ot 
a five-year homologation along the 
western route to Papineau Street to, of 
all things, “forestall real-estate 
speculation”. 

Meanwhile, debate mounted on the 
parth of the autoroute In the east end of 
Montreal. A movement led by east-end 
residents wanted the road to be located 
along the CNR tracks for safety reasons. 
Several federal and provincial members 
threatened to resign if the CNR location 
* was not accepted, However, safety and 
public feeling did not move: the 
authorities to comply with the request: 
Instead, provincial authorities resorted 
toasecretorder-in- council(1155) onJune 
12, 1964 and picked Hochelaga Street 
rather than the CNR tracks for the route’s 
path, a fact that did not become public 
knowledge until years later, 

The last : chapter in the political 
wheeling and dealing over the ambitious 


venture took place’ in October 1964, 


when the three levels of government 
hammered out a financial deal on the 


Trans-Canada. The accord, signed by 


Quebec Road Minister Bernard Pinard, 
Drapeau, and Ottawa, specified that the 
Province would pay $100-million; 
Montreal $40-million for the expropria- 
tion costs; and Ottawa $35 millions. 
How Montreal would pay for the 
expropriations without the powers to 
expropriate for Federal-Provincial 
highway appeared to be a thorny issue. 
The problem did . not prove 
insurmountable: The City was busy 
constructing the Metro, which bordered 
the eventual autoroute along Lagauche- 
tiere Street. The solution was to Clear an 
excessively wide path and tear down 
buildings standing in the way of both 
‘ett, 


# 


ambitious schemes. However, the delay 
entailed In the City’s acquisition of. 
powers to clear the path, as well as the 
newly-elected Union Nationale’s reluc- 
tance to pour $100-million into 
Montreal, led to the postponement. 
The plan was revived In November 
1970 under a Liberal administration and 


- was launched to help stave off a 


threatened economic crisis, worsened 
by the October unrest. The cabinet 
decision to proceed with the scheme 
was made coincidentally with another 
spectacular venture—the James Bay 
scheme (which features the same 
Quebec engineering group building the 
autoroute). 

When the road plan was unveiled. It 
featured an elevated section, an 
underground section, a depressed 
section, a partly-covered section, the 
world’s largest computer “for .an 
autoroute, a mammoth system to 
circulate air; etc. Cost obviously no 
object. 

Both Quebec and Montreal were 
staggered by the negative reaction the 
scheme engendered across the. Island. 
Within two months, municipal 
authorities decided to feign opposition 
over the number of ramps, but ‘quickly 
accepted the plan when the Province 
came through with money for the Metro. 

During the debate, Executive 
Committee Chairman Gerard Niding 
took charge for the City, while Mayor 
Drapeau remained silent. In the face of 
the mounting protests, Drapeau has lost 
the opportunity to bask in this grand 
autoroute scheme, which ‘is perhaps’ 
Montreal's “project of the Century”, the 
way he had in other spectacular, but less
